complex and changing tasks. In a 
word — stress, Everyone agrees 
that this stress is a major cause of 
illness. 

Epidemiological studies link 
high levels of stress with every- 
thing from insomnia, depression 
and anxiety, to headaches, ul- 
cers, heart disease and even im- 
mune deficiency.
